The Appropriations Commit­ 
tee, he says, will not allow the Military 
Committee to attach it to any appropria­ 
tion bill as a rider, aad ii I’ passed it must 
go independently aud on its own merits. 
Mr Atkins says that he hopes to have the 
appropriation bills disposed of, as tar as 
the House is concerned, by the 15th of 
February, and if the work is crowded into 
the last lew days, as is always the case, the 
Senate will be to blame. 
Washington Dec. 21—Senator Burnside 
made a few remarks in the Senate to-day 
on his Military bill. All of the Committee 
except Plumb think the bill will pass, but 
it is by no means certain. The sticking 
point is in reducing the number of officers. 
Under Burnside’s bill 374 have to go, as 
there is absolutely nothing for them to do 
but command Imaginary men and draw 
salaries, lo speaking of this to-day, 
a 
.Senator remarked that powerful social in­ 
fluence would be brought to bear against 
the bill. He thought the social influence 
could control twenty votes in the Senate.

Beyond what was published in the Ga­ 
zette last evening there was little done in 
the Mack murder case 3’esterday afternoon, 
except putting a few finishing touches to 
Mrs. Mack’s testimony, aud putting the 
doctors again on the stand to testify con­ 
cerning the wound found on Mack’s head* 
Their testimony was in some respects im­ 
portant. A large number of witnesses were 
also produced by* the State to impeach 
Snell, Uoeihmgcr, and Wright, who testi­ 
fied for the celeiise, as to certain conversa­ 
tions which Dickerson had with them 
while in jail. 
On this re-direct examination she said: 
Before the Coroner's jury I said that I 
did not know that Mack was jealous of me 
but I had a suspicion that he was from his 
actions; I did tell Toole that my husband 
was too ugly to die; I said laugtiingly that 
folks when they were sick enough to die 
didn’t make as much fuss as Mack did, and 
that he was too ugly to die, aLd then I 
laughed; he bad a physician attending him, 
and I was taking Care of him besides doing 
all my w 'ork; I remember about putting a 
mustard piaster ou Mack, one when Mr. 
Poole was there; Mack said he thought I 
had made ll too strong; I told him jestingly 
that he was making a good deal ot fuss aud 
that if he didn t keep still I would give 
him

that Dr. Bell had left, or something of that 
(iud; before the couvarsalion in jail about 
the hall-breeJ, Dickerson had learned 
about there having been in that neighbor­ 
hood a fellow who was a sort of hall-breed;

tion hail been in the employment of my 
husband, the first time being when we

Dickerson was referring to a person that 
had been there that iurenoon; atter my 
hueband discharged Dickerson he went the 
Sunday following to Kemerer’s to get him 
to come back to work ; I had charge of 
affairs on the farm, during my husband’s 
illness, and when I sent for Dickerson to 
come back to work ; the reason I sent for 
him was that I knew of no one cise, and 
had no time to hunt up anybody else; at 
the inquest I testified that I was not sure 
about 
DICKERSON CHANGING IHS SHIRT, 
but that to the best of my recollection ho 
had changed so that we could have it to 
wash on Wednesday ; toll them I only 
washed one of his shirts ou Wednesday ; 
did not testily* at all about whether he 
changed his shirt Sunday ; did not think 
Sunday that my husband had been mur­ 
dered, but supposed he had beeu killed ac­ 
cidentally by the horse; my condition Sun­ 
day was as follows: I was stunned at first, 
and afterwards became quite excited about 
it; (the witness indulged in another sea­ 
son of weeping, and proceeded with diffi­ 
culty) on Friday night my husband had 
been to bed beiore he chased me up stairs, 
aud got out of bed to chase me. 
Mrs. Mack on being questioned further 
about her conversation with Mr. Hobart, 
at the Bushnell house, about 
shooting 
Mack, the witness broke down completely, 
aud it was some moments before she could 
answer, she then continued in a broken 
voice; I Iola him that when I refused to 
sign over “the eighty” that Mack said 
HE HAD JUaT AS S JON *U IOT ME 
as not; that was all there was said to Mr. 
Hobart about toe shooting; 
Dickerson 
went to Horicon about the 5th of July 
ana returned the Monday following; he 
brought back two pictures with him, and 
designated one as the picture of £usie Gil­ 
bert whom he said he expected to marry 
the coming tall. 
Un being further cross-examined she 
stated; when Dickerson came beck the sec­ 
ond lime to work. Mack wouldn’t allow 
him to woik but discuarged him again; he 
had then bien di*chargt d twice when I 
sent for bim to come lo work. 
Mrs. Mack was then permitted to leave 
the witness box, her testimony being clos­ 
ed.

TITE INJURY ON MACK’S HEAD 
as I saw it Sunday morning presented no 
appearance of haying been washed or 
dressed ; if that wound had been produced 
on Friday night I would have found a 
swelling of the head on Sunday morning, 
but I found no such swelling ; in the con­ 
dition in which we found it I could not 
state whether arnica or camphor had been 
used on the wound ; I saw the pitcher re­ 
ferred to, and the injury found on the head 
Sunday morning in my opinion could not 
have been made by it. 
On being cross-examined he stated: 
Cannot tell how much the pitcher weighed 
swelling would have followed such a blow 
within tour or five hours, possibly within 
a shorter time, but surely not within two 
hours; it would not follow as quickly 
where the flesh was cut and bleeding as 
where it was not cut; swelling would not 
follow as quickly atter a blow there as 
on some oilier parts of the body, because 
we gel considerable hemorrhage from scalp 
wound*; found scarcely any coagulated 
blood, none in fact except that held by the 
hair and dirt about it. 
On re-direct examination 
he stated: 
The wound was wholly within the brain, 
and none of It down the forehead.
